A LETTER 

Dear F. N. O.: 

I would like to make a few bulated oommcnts 
on the arUole cntllled "A Great Ideal — luid a 
Quorj'," which you contributed to the Music col- 
umn of the Dally a week afo. You pose a very Im- 
portant quostlon at the end: "la this plan, this tri- 
umph built on tragedj', a true reflection of human 
destiny?" You seem to doubt It; and to prove your 
pohtt, you give as e.xamples the first symphony of 
Bralims. and Beethoven's ninth. I thUilc the analy- 
sis you make and tlie fault* detected are true 
enough; but you go on to st4te of Beethoven: "Re- 
flecting on the works written In that period, and 
on the unique quartets which . followed, we feel 
bound to re-Interpret the moi"* heroic master- 
pieces. Beethoven's life, was Itself a trogedj", and Its 
conclusion was neither that of glorious tlctarj' nor 
of dissolution Into Joy," and it is here I quarrel 
with you. These aeutcnocs are, I think, the most 
Important In tlie article, for on them your -whole 
point of view Is baaed. 

Grantttd thut tlie Cfhoral symphony ends on 
what has ala-ays, seemed to me a false note of 
optlmkm, I consider, as you do, that It shares this 
falîlty with most of the world's good music.
